House Committee on Foreign Affairs Makes Report on Under- 
wood Resolution—Representative Rogers Says That This 
Resolution Will Be Taken Up in the House at the Earliest 
Possible Moment—Representative Treadway, of Massa- 
chusetts, Chairman of the Sub Committee on Paper, Makes 


Speech In Support of the Proposed Tariff Bill—To Dis- 
continue Wall Paper Statistics.

Wasuincton, D. C., July 20, 1921.—Representative Rogers has 
reported from the House Committee on Foreign Affairs the Under- 
wood Pulpwood Resolution calling for the appointment of a com- 
mission to take up the pulp situation with the canadian Provincial 
Governments. 

Several amendments were made by the committee, none of which 
were important except the addition of the following: 

“Providing, however, that the members of the commission shall 
serve without compensation.” 


What the Committee Has to Say 
The committee in its report has the following to say: 
This resolution passed the Senate on June 17, 1921, in the identi- 
cal form in which it passed both Houses in the Sixty-sixth Con- 
gress. It passed the House on June 3, 1920, with but three dis- 
senting votes and without a single speech in opposition. It 


had 
previously passed the Senate unanimously. 


Congress adjourned sine 
die on June 5, 1920. President Wilson interposed a “pocket veto” 
and thus prevented enactment. 

The pulpwood controversy with Canada has continued for more 
than 10 years. Of recent years, however, it has become increasingly 
more menacing to the welfare of the United States. No tangible 
progress toward a solution has up to this time been noted, and in 
the year which has elapsed since Congress last spoke upon the issue 
matters have grown worse rather than better. It seems a fair 
presumption, in view of the failure to secure remedial action for 
more than a decade, that a continuance of the methods of the past 


promises little for the future. It is hoped and believed that the 


President, by the appointment of the commission of five authorized 
in the bill, will be able to guide the negotiations into more success- 
ful channels and to pave the way toward an amicable and satisfac- 
tory settlement. 

The few amendments proposed by the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs are, with one exception, intended simply to clarify the lan- 
guage and to correct minor inconsistencies in text; the one exception 
stipulates that the five members of the commission shall serve with- 
out compensation. It is believed by the committee that the President 
will readily be able to obtain eminent citizens of ability and experi- 
ence who will efficiently represent the Governme it of the United 
States in the negotiations. The Committee on Foreign Affairs is 
exceedingly reluctant to add another salaried commission to those 
already in existence and believes that absolutely no useful purpose 
will be served by so doing. 


Annexed to and made a part of this report are material portions 


of the report made by Chairman Porter, of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, on the similar resolution of the Sixty-sixth Congress. 

Your committee has made an exhaustive investigation of the 
shortage of pulpwood in the United States and finds it largely due 
to these embargoes which were laid upward of 10 years ago, and 
that with the exception of one or two mills on the Pacific Coast 
there has not been a paper mill constructed in the United States 
since these embargoes were laid and no additions built to present 
mills. The spruce, pine, and hemlock, which alone can be used for 





— 


the making of print paper, have been rapidly reduced in quantity 
and quality until there is none available for the eastern mills except 
in small portions of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Minnesota, 
and Michigan. In these States the supply is rapidly diminishing 
and becoming more inaccessible. 

The reports of our consuls, together with the newspaper clippings 
printed in the hearings, will show conclusively that it has been the 
policy of the Dominion of Canada for upward of 10 years to force 
American paper manufacturers to move into Canada in order to 
secure an adequate supply of pulpwood. This a number of them 
have already done. These embargoes are limited to the Crown 
lands, but the testimony shows that quite recently, during the last 
year, strong efforts have been made to prohibit American manufac- 
turers from buying pulpwood from the owners of land in fee. The 
testimony also conclusively shows that we must have pulpwood from 
the Crown lands and these three Dominion Provinces; otherwise 
our paper mills will eventually be compelled to close down or move 
into the Dominion of Canada. ‘Canada must have coal, sulphur, 
kaolin, and dyes from the United States or suffer a similar mis- 
fortune. 

It is true that the Dominion of Canada, or the Provinces men- 
tioned, have a legal right to lay these embargoes, but on the other 
hand, we have the same legal right to lay embargoes on the prod- 
ucts of the United States; and if we adopted the same policy as 
Canada the paper mills in both countries would have to cease 
operation. 

Your committee feels confident that the appointment of the com- 
mission to confer with the Dominion and provincial governments, 
as provided in the resolution, on this matter, which is of such grave 
importance to the people of the United States, would bring about 
an amicable adjustment of the matters in dispute. 

The situation undoubtedly demands a reciprocal agreement and 
especially between two sovereign and adjacent nations that have had 
uninterrupted friendly relations for over a century to such an ex- 
traordinary extent that nowhere along the thousands of miles divid- 
ing the two countries will be found an implement of war. 

Representative Rogers said that he would bring this resolution

In connection with the paper schedule Mr. Treadway said: 
I desire now to refer briefly to the paper schedule prepared by 
the sub-committee of which I had the honor to be chairman. Paper 
is one of the great industries of the country, and while there is 
more manufactured in New England than in any other section its 
production is quite generally distributed throughout the country. 
The most distinct feature of the paper schedule is the placing 


of pulp and standard news print on the free list. Pulp was on the 


free list in the act of 1913 and a small duty was placed on it pre- 
viously in the act of 1909. So little labor is involved in the manu- 
facture of pulp and the supply of pulpwood has been so seriously 
diminished in this country that it is not advisable to place any 
hindrance in the way of its admission here. One-third of our con- 
sumption comes from Canada and also large quantities from Nor- 
way and Sweden. The present schedule divides print paper into 
two classes, namely, standard news print and printing paper. This 
is a new designation, but one recognized both by governmental au- 
thorities and by the trade. Standard news print is the commercial 
name for paper used in printing newspapers. In placing news print 
on the free list there is an added proviso under which the President, 
if informed of any country discriminating against its imports into 
this country, may add a duty of 10 per cent on the charge the ex- 
porting country may levy. Consumption of news print paper in this 
country is so enormous that it is the part of wisdom and conserva- 


tion to allow free importations. Our forests are rapidly becoming 
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depleted, and as 90 per cent of all the paper is manufactured from 
wood it is readily seen that our available pulpwood area would 
be very rapidly exhausted were we to place any restrictions on the 
importation of pulp or news prine paper. The total importation of 
pulp of all kinds for the 10 months of 1920 was 756,000 tons. There 
was produced in this country nearly 4,000,000 tons of wood pulp for 
the same period. Wood pulp is the largest raw material in paper 
manufacturing. News print paper is practically raw material for 
the newspapers of the United States. We are therefore fully justi- 
fied in placing these on the free list. 
Keen Competition in Higher Grades

and from foreign manufactures, and the cost of production in this

It is not my understanding that in framing 
any tariff bill actual daily wage scale or other overhead costs are 
the basis of computation, but rather the general average of cost. 
It is freely admitted that at the present time there is less general 
information available than previously on the cost of production. | 
am, however, able to present some concrete examples of the dif- 
ference in the wage schedule of paper mills. 

The average hourly wages in English paper mills in 1920 were 47 
per cent of the wages in the United States. The following table 
is computed from official sources of January, 1921, and represents 
the comparative wages paid to these different classes of employees 
in paper mills in this country and in Germany:

Mills Entitled to Fair Consideration 

All paper mills of the United States are carried on under the best 
of conditions, and the class of employees is of the highest grade. 
They are therefore entitled to fair consideration in the framing 
oi a tariff whereby their conditions of living here may be main- 
tained as against those of Japan and other foreign countries making 
gcods in competition with their labor. The rates designated in the 
bill in no case reach the suggestions offered by the paper manufac- 
turers at the hearings, but we feel they are fair to both them and 
to the consuming public. 


Discontinues Wall Paper Statistics 

The Federal Trade Commission has discontinued the gathering 
and publication of the monthly wall paper production figures. The 
reason assigned for the discontinuation of these figures is that there 
is so little public interest in them that the commission feels that 
they should be discontinued. The letter which is being sent out 
by the commission to the wall paper manufacturers is as follows: 

“By order of the commission the Wall Paper Printers’ Special 
Monthly Report to the Federal Trade Commission has been dis- 
continued for the present.” 


Rate on Wood Pulp by N. Y. Upheld as Fair 
The Interstate Commerce Commission has handed down a deci- 
sion dismissing the complaint of the United Paperboard Company 
against the New York Central Railroad and the Director General 
as agent, finding that the rate on wood pulp in carload lots from 
Lockport to Thomson was not unreasonable or unduly prejudicial 
as charged in the complaint. 


However, in the complaint of the Wausau Box & Lumber Com- 
pany against the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad and the 
Director General as agent, the commission found that charges on 
shavings and sawmill refuse in carloads from Wausau, Wis., to 
Brokaw and Rothschild, Wis., during Federal control, were un- 
reasonable and awarded full reparation to the complainants. 


Receiver for Pusey & Jones Co. 

Henry A. Wise was appointed receiver in bankruptcy Tuesday 
for the Pusey & Jones Company, of 139 Broadway, which owns two 
shipbuilding plants and a paper machinery building plant at Wilming- 
ton, Del., and Gloucester, N. J. The petition to have the company 
thrown into bankruptcy was filed by three creditors, George F. 
Pawling & Company, having claims of $100,000; C. J. Kainear, 
$178, and J. B. Simpson, claiming $66 indebtedness. Judge Manton 
appointed Mr. Wise receiver and fixed his bond at $25,000. Chris- 
toffer Hannevig was former president of the shipbuilding com- 
pany, which built about thirty steel cargo carriers for the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation during the war and the period following 
immediately thereafter. A receiver in equity was appointed in the 
Delaware courts several months ago. 

The receivership followed the inability of the Pusey & Jones 
Company to reach an agreement with the Shipping Board as to the 
sum due it as compensation for having built the ships. The Gov- 
ernment wanted to reduce the compensation by more than $3,000,000, 
claiming that Christoffer Hannevig had paid this sum on the same 
ships under a different settlement. The Pusey & Jones Company 
filed suit to cover $14,001,000 in the Court of Claims. 

The board of directors of the Pusey & Jones Company was re- 
organized recently with the approval of Federal Judge Julius M. 
Mayer for the purpose of effecting an adjustment of the claim. 
The board of directors, as reconstituted, consisted of Hartwell 
Cabell, representing the Superintendents of Insurance of New York 
and Pennsylvania; Laurence Leonard, representing the United 
States Shipping Board; William G. Coxe, of Wilmington, formerly 
general manager of the Pusey & Jones Company; George Weems 
Williams, representing the Baltimore Dry Dock & Shipbuilding 
Company, and Mr. Wise, as receiver of Hannevig, Inc., and Chris- 
toffer Hannevig. 

The Hannevig interests formerly controlled the debtor corpora- 
tion but lost control through the hypothecation of their stock. 
The plants and other assets of the debtor corporation, exclusive of 
the claim against the United States Shipping Board, are said to 
be worth about $5,000,000, and the corporation’s liabilities are said 
to be in excess of that sum. On the application of Hans K. 
Hanssen, who claims to be a creditor for $650,000, Judge Morris 
in the Federal Court at Wilmington appointed ex-Senator Willard 
Saulsbury and Charles B. Evans receivers in equity for the cor- 
poration last month, but it is now alleged that this was done 
without notice to the parties in interest, who are contesting the ap- 
pointment, which has not been made permanent. 


To Make Pulp from Cotton Stalks 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 11, 1921—The Stryker Kot-N-Wood 
Products Company, Shelby county, capitalized at $100,000, has been 
incorporated by George B. Stryker, Leon A. Ferrandini, Joseph T. 
Stryker, Frank A. Mantel and P. H. Phelan, Jr. The company 
proposes to manufacture pulp, paper, chemicals, etc., out of cotton 
plants and cotton stalks.

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GREAT INTEREST IN CANADA 
IN PULPWOOD RESOLUTION 


Surprise Is Expressed at What Is Said To Be the Continued 
Misunderstanding of the Question—C. Howard Smith, 
President of the C. Howard Smith Paper Mills, Ltd., 
States That There Is a Decided Improvement in the De- 
mand for All High Grade Papers Not Only in the Domes- 
tic Market but Also for Export—Forest Fires Now Under 
Control, According to G. C. Piche.

MontTREAL, Que., July 18, 1921—The papers continue to discuss 
the resolution, passed by the United States Senate proposing that 
the President be authorized to name a commission to negotiate with 
the Dominion Government for the cancellation of legislation and 
regulations that restrict the exportation of pulpwood from Canada 
to the United States. Some surprise is expressed at the con- 
tinued misunderstanding at Washington in regard to this ques- 
tion. For instance, Washington needs to be reminded again and 
again that the Dominion Government has nothing to do with the 
regulations adopted by Provinces concerning’ the timber resources 
of their Crown lands. The Provinces have absolute authority in 
the disposal of Crown lands and the only restriction upon them 
is that they cannot impose an export duty upon Provincial products. 
They have a perfect right to put in the timber licenses which 
they grant a regulation that the timber be manufactured before 
it is taken out of the country. But the most serious misunder- 
standing of the case appears to be that in Washington it is assumed 
that American citizens who hold Canadian Crown lands under 
license are the owners of those lands. The fact is, of course, that 
such lands remain the property of the Crown, in other words, of 
the Province, as does the timber standing upon them. The license 
holder’s only right is to cut timber off those lands in accordance 


with Provincial regulations, which may be changed from time to 
time. 


Better Outlook for High Grade Paper 


C. Howard Smith, president of the Howard Smith Paper Mills, 
Ltd., states that there is a decided improvement in the demand for 
all high grade papers, not only in the domestic market, but also for 
export. A large number of very favorable inquiries have been 
received from outside countries during the past few weeks, he said. 

He further stated that the new sulphite mill at Cornwall, which 
was built to supply the company with special sulphite, was now in 
operation, thus putting the company in a position where it controls 
practically all of its own raw material. The completion of this 
sulphite mill enables the company to compete in the markets of the 
world in its various grades of paper. 

About 25 tons of sulphite daily of the output of the Cornwall 
plant is being utilized at the Crabtree mill, which mill is running 
at full capacity. The company is not producing any surplus quanti- 
ties of sulphite pulp at present, as it is consuming the balance of 
the output in the paper machines at Cornwall and Beauharnois. 


Brompton Pulp & Paper Company 


Directors of the Brompton Pulp and Paper Company, Limited, 
are meeting this week to take action on the quarterly dividend of 
$1 per share, which is due for payment next month. While no 
information is obtainable as to what action the directors will take 
in this matter, the opinion is expressed that the present selling 
price of the stock would indicate that an unfavorable decision 
is a probability and no surprise would be created on the Street, 
where the dividend to be omitted at this time owing to the present 
situation in the market for the products of the company. 

In this connection, it will be recalled that at the special general 





meeting of shareholders, held to ratify the new bond issue, Presi- 
dent McCrea, in answer to an inquiry regarding the prospects 
for the continuance of the dividend, stated that it would not be 
the policy of the directors to pay a high interest rate for borrowed 
money for the purpose of distributing dividends. Payments of 
dividends, therefore, would depend entirely upon earnings for the 
current year. 
Forest Fires Under Control 

Forest fires are now under control, according to G. C, Piche, 
chief forestry engineer, and for the first time in the last two 
months no reports of new fires were received this morning at the 
Department of Lands and Forests. “Losses have been greatly ex- 
aggerated,” said Mr. Piche, “and though we have not yet any 
reports of the engineers of the Department regarding the amount 
of losses, an advance statement from one of the officials in the 
county of Lotbiniere, where estimates of the damage had run to 
$50,000, reduces the loss to $15,000. 

“The causes of the exaggeration are that the drought was ex- 
tensive and that there were many bush fires and smaél blazes near 
railways, which gave rise to reports of all kinds.” 

Mr. Piche confirmed reports that already hundreds of men who 
were engaged in fire fighting had been released from service, and 
added that prosecutions will begin in a few days against a list of 
people who, after inquiry, have been found to have been guilty 
of criminal negligence and even of setting fires. Magistrates have 
received instructions from the Attorney-General’s Department and 
no undue opportunity of escaping will be allowed the offenders. 


One Million Horse Power 


A delegation comprising Mr. Duke, president of the Imperial 
Tobacco Company, and of the Quebec Development Company; Sir 
William Price, Mr, J. A. McCarthy, and others, waited this week 
on Premier Taschereau and Mr. A. Amos, secretary to the director 
of the Running Streams Commission, in connection wth the pro- 
posed utilization of the Lake St. John power resources. The 
Quebec Development Company was formed prior to 1914, and it 
was demonstrated that at least 1,000,000 horsepower could be 
obtained from that source for the province. Mr. Duke obtained 
control of the Grand Discharge, as the great waterfalls are called, 
some years ago, and since then has secured possession of all the 
riparian rights likely to be affected by the development of power. 


Shawinigan Makes a New Issue 


The Shawinigan Water and Power Company is making a new 
issue of $2,500,000 first refunding 6 per cent gold bonds. These 
are being offered at 90%4 and accrued interest to yield 634. The 
proceeds of the issue will carry to completion the new power de- 
velopments of 40,000 electrical horsepower which was started last 
fall and which has been carried on up to date by prior financing. 
The company will also construct its new transmission line which 
will carry the power to Shawinigan. The extra power will be 
sold to the Montreal Light, Heat and Power Company. 


Australia’s Duty on News Print 


In view of the action of the Australian Government in placing a 
duty upon news print paper imported from Canada at the rate of 
£3 per ton, it is interesting to note the extent of this trade during 
recent years. The trade is a valuable one. Whether it will be 
possible to continue it or not remains to be seen. Much will prob- 
ably depend upon the success of the Pacific Coast mills in getting 
their prices down sufficiently low to enable them to offset the duty 
and still compete with the British product, which is placed upon 
the free list. 

Figures of the trade in Australia in the fiscal year 1919-20 show 
that imports of printing paper from Canada were valued at £503- 
157, while in the previous fiscal period they were even higher at 
£548,380. In that year the imports showed a large increase as in the 
1917-18 year, the imports were only £359,642.

George F. Steele, general manager of the Canada Export Paper 
Company, when asked regarding the effect of the new duty on 
Canadian exports stated he was certain that the duty applied to the 
Canadian paper. Fortunately there is always the probability that 
the two countries can negotiate a reciprocal treaty which will put 
Canadian news print on an equal footing with the British product. 
Intimation has been forthcoming from Ottawa that the way is open 
for proceedings in that direction. 


Lumber Exports to New Markets 

The ocean route for lumber exports from Vancouver showed a 
very satisfactory total for the six months ending June 30, 1921. 
New markets were opened and the quantities were high. Shipments 
aggregated 72,815,500 feet in addition to 42,000,000 shingles and 
15,100 tons of OOX shooks. The latter went to Singapore, the 
shingles all to Atlantic Coast points, and the lumber to Great 
Britain, United States, China, Australia, New Zealand, Japan, 
Hawaii, India, South Africa, Egypt and Eastern Canada 

The six months’ total is very high as compared with the total 
exported during 1920. In that year 89,792,241 feet of lumber was 
shipped. New consumers in this year’s list are Hawaii, Egypt, 
and Eastern Canada, while’ Japan also is practically new, her 
demands for 1920 having been almost nothing. A very large per- 
centage of lumber moved in 1921 was handled by the C. G. M. M., 
Limited, the ships carrying nearly 38,000,000 feet. June was the 
banner month in the movements, the total that month being 25,- 
191,000. 

Water Power and Timber Limits for Sale 

The Department of Lands and Forests at Quebec is offering 
under lease at public auction on August 3rd, a water power site 
on the Outardes River, County of Saguenay, of about 50,000 horse- 
power capacity; a timber limit of 3,000 square miles, situated on the 
Outardes water shed, and a timber limit of about 80 square miles, 
located in the County of Montmorency, near the Chicoutimi River. 


The Laurentide Company 


There is a revival of the rumor that Laurentide is to profit by 
an increased dividend on Laurentide, which holds about 75 per cent 
of the capital stock. They talk of an advance of 2 per cent in 


power dividend, bringing it up to 6 per cent, which should provide 
the paper company with an additional revenue of about $150,000. 


Paper Making in Australia 


C. Hartlett, of the Canadian Trade Commission of Melbourne, 
Australia, has sent to the Trade Commerce Department, the follow- 
ing particulars in regard to the experiments of making paper in 
Australia: 


The present shortage and high price of paper in Australia is 
compelled them to advance their prices to double the pre-war 
charge. Considerable sums of money have been expended in ex- 
perimenting with Australian woods in endeavors to produce a 
satisfactory news print in commercial quantities at a reasonable 
price, but so far without success. The most promising attempt 
is continued in the work of the Forest Products Laboratory in 
Western Australia, which, with the financial assistance of various 
newspaper owners, has been experimenting for some time. A model 
paper-making plant, which was purchased at a cost of £650 was 
used in the experiments, and the samples produced are complete, ex- 
cept for surfacing. It is claimed by the laboratory that news print 
equal to the best Scandinavian and others could be produced from 
karri waste obtained from timber mills. The karri is a very hard 
timber, the inner portion of which is a mahogany color, but no 
difficulty was experienced in bleaching it out. The breaking 
strength of this paper is stated to be ™% per cent greater than 


Scandinavian paper, and is confidently expected that it can be 


produced at less than £12 per ton. At present, enormous quanti- 
ties of karri waste are burned at the timber mills in Western 
Australia which could be obtained for paper making at a nominal 
cost, 

Samples made from bleached and unbleached pulp obtained 
from silky oak, mountain gum, spotted gum, blackbutt, and moun- 
tain ash, have also been produced by the laboratory. The latter 
(mountain ash) is said to make the strongest class of paper suitable 
for ledgers, etc., and supplies of the timber are available in suf- 
ficient quantities in the state of Victoria to more than supply the 
needs of the whole of the Commonwealth. 

A “digester” to deal with five tons of pulp is being installed 
in the laboratory to give a better idea of commercial costs, and 
if it can be proved that the proposition is a payable one, it is 
announced that some of the large newspaper companies will pro- 
vide the money to establish the industry on a suitable scale. 


Attend Quebec Limit Holders Meeting 


James A. Conners and William H. Wentworth of the James W. 
Sewall forest engineering office, of Old Town, Me., and Washington, 
D. C., were in attendance at the Quebec Limit Holders meeting 
at Montreal, last week. They exhibited specimen data of the 
work Mr. Sewall is doing for McLachlin Brothers, Limited, Arn- 
prior, Ont. This consists in a detailed cruise and mapping of the 
McLachlin lands in Ontario and Quebec, an area of about 
1,000,000 acres. 


International Mills Resuming 


Although the officials of the International Paper Company de- 
clined to make any statement before the time of going to press of 
the PApeR TrADE JOURNAL, it was learned from outside sources 
that a number of its mills are running again as the result of the 
letter sent to the employees from the company two weeks ago. 

President Dodge last week made the following statement on the 
general situation: 

“Foreign competition and decreased business are the principal 
factors in a perilous situation which now confronts the paper manu- 
facturing interests of this country and they have brought about a 
condition which is particularly applicable and acute in New Hamp- 
shire. This condition is responsible for readjustment. in wages 
which already has been made in a very large part of the industry 
all over the United States and Canada and which is now being 
put into effect here. 

“It is the cause of more or less controversy among the paper 
workers in the mills of the International Paper Company at Frank- 
lin and Berlin. As in nearly all cases where such controversies 
have arisen there is more or less public misconception of the facts, 
which in this instance may be removed by the following statement: 
The wage readjustment proposed by the International Company 
management calls for what is known as the 1919 scale. 

“At the utmost this is a readjustment of not over 17 per cent 
and does not approach the 30 per cent cut which has been in- 
correctly referred to on occasions except as relates to unskilled 
labor. 

“The necessity for such a move can readily be understood with 
the knowledge that paper which was sold for $130 per ton in 1920 
is now put on the market with difficulty at $95 per ton and finds 
comparatively few takers in view of the Scandinavian and German 
papers which are offered in New York at $80 per ton and less. 
While the International sells f. 0. b. at mill the freight rate from 
many points in New England to New York exceeds that from 
the European countries which makes to the purchasers an addi- 


tional burden to carry in the use of the American manufactured 
article.” 
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BIG SHAKE UP IN OFFICIALS 
OF MAC SIM BAR AND EDDY COS. 


Shifts Fellow the Engagement of A. B. Thomas, Formerly 
General Manager of the MacSimBar Paper Co. To 
a Similar Position With the Eddy Paper Co. and As 
Successor to Charles E. Nelson, Who In Turn Has Since 
Been Elected President and General Manager of the 
MacSimBar Paper Co.—American Coating Mills Erect- 
ing Large Addition at Elkhart, Ind.

KataMazoo, Mich., July 16, 1921—A big shake-up in the official 
personnel of both the MacSimBar Paper Company, of Otsego, and 
the Eddy Paper Company, Three Rivers and White Pigeon, is an- 
nounced. The shifts made to date follow the engagement of A. B. 
Thomas, formerly general manager of the MacSimBar Paper Com- 
pany, to a similar position with the Eddy Paper Company and as 
successor to Charles E. Nelson, who in turn has since been elected 
president and general manager of the MacSimBar Paper Company. 

It develops that both men had their following under former posi- 
tions held. Especially is that true of Mr. Nelson, who, on leaving 
the Eddy Paper Company to all his interests with the MacSimBar 
Paper Company, took with him no less than five executives. It 
can be construed as a fine compliment to the personality of Mr. 
Nelson that so many of his former chiefs were eager to retain 
associations with him in another company. 

Sidney M. Phelan, Jr., for five years assistant general manager 
and sales manager of the Eddy Paper Company, now occupies a 
similar position with the MacSimBar. His brother, Balfour Phelan, 
has also joined the MacSimBar sales staff, while L. W. Dickinson, 
office manager of the Eddy company and with that concern since 
1912, has taken a similar post under Mr. Nelson at Otsego. 

In the mechanical department, Harry Eurich, superintendent of 
the White Pigeon division of the Eddy for eight years, and Arthur 
Whipple, chief engineer at White Pigeon for 15 years, have both 
resigned and are now under President Nelson in the MacSimBar 
mill. 

On the other hand, when Mr. Thomas went to his new post with 
the Eddy Paper Company, he was followed by C. E. Spengler, 
for many years office manager of the MacSimBar company. An- 
other important addition to the Eddy official body is the selection 
of Charles F. Neilson as purchasing agent. 

Mr. Neilson has for twenty-six years been associated with the 
Gumbinskys. He advanced from a minor position to that of secre- 
tary of Oscar Gumbinsky & Brothers and was one of the best 
known men in the paper stock field in America. Oscar Gum- 
binsky, newly elected president of the Eddy Paper Company, was 
influenced by his associates to urge upon Mr. Thomas the selection 
of Mr. Neilson as purchasing agent. This was done, though it is 
counted as a distinct loss to the Gumbinsky Brothers. 

It is understood that Mr. Thomas is planning other changes at 
the Three River and White Pigeon plants, aiming to surround 
himself with the most capable lieutenants obtainable. 

Otsego has officially welcomed President Nelson and Sidney M. 
Phelan ,Jr., Balfour Phelan and L. W. Dickinson to its midst. 
Wednesday noon the Otsego Chamber of Commerce tendered a com- 
plimentary luncheon to the four gentlemen named. It was an en- 
joyable occasion in every way. George E. Bardeen, president of 
the Bardeen Paper Company, was on hand to make the newcomers 
feel more at home. 


American Coafing Mills 


C. C. Colbert, general manager of the American Coating Mills, 
Elkhart, Ind., was a Kalamazoo visitor Friday. He reports that 





his company is erecting a large addition to its plant to care for 
future needs. 

A peculiar feature in connection with the addition under way 
is that in the purchase of the site, the American Coating Mills se- 
cured a bed of gravel, just the grade required for concrete construc- 
tion. This material is made available by the excavating necessary 
and is being used. Mr. Colbert estimates that it will net his com- 
pany a saving of at least $40,000 on the cost of the building.

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PAPER DEMAND IN TORONTO 
CONTINUES UNSATISFACTORY 


Business Is Unsettled and There Is Nothing to Indicate When 
the Present Depression and Price Cutting Will End— 
Transcontinental Development Co. Is the Successful Bid- 
der for the Nagagami Concession in the District of 
Algoma—Contract to Cut Pulpwood on the Long Lake 
Area of 3,400 Square Miles in the Thunder Bay District 
Is Awarded to J. H. Black—Other Canadian News. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ontario, July 18, 1921—Business in the paper trade 
continues unsettled and there appears to be no idea when the present 
depression and price cutting is going to end. More slashing of 
values has taken place and the price war is still on. After each 
reduction there is a slump in orders, as purchasers feel the bottom 
has not yet been reached and no one will buy on a constantly fall- 
ing market. Instead of the rather frequent recession in prices 
stimulating trade, it is having exactly the opposite effect. One 
firm has decided to cut loose and put its prices down to bed rock 
and guarantee them for three months in order to impart stability 
to conditions, if such a thing is at all possible. From this founda- 
tion it is hoped to built up quotations rather than tear them down 
all the while. y 

Last week book and coated papers were reduced and it is the 
wrapping papers which have been cut, The drop has been three- 
quarters of a cent in car lots to jobbers, f. o. b. mill, on “B” manila, 
gray brown, white wrap and side rolls. On No. 1 
has been a fall of 1% cents and 1% cents on fiber. 

Kraft has also come under the hammer and 1% cents were 
eliminated, making the price to jobbers, in car lots, f.o. b. mill, 834 
cents, whereas the former figure was 10 cents.

Smaller lots, of 
There has been a decline of 2 cents on the 
higher grade of bristols. White are now 12% cents and colored 
13 cents. In high grade, deckle edge book there has been a re- 
duction of about 1 cent per pound. In medium grade cover paper 
a slight easing up in price is also reported. 

A leading wholesaler stated that he thought book and writing 
papers were now down about as low as they could expect from 
the mills and, while there might be a trimming up of prices on 
certain slow moving lines, he did not look for any general cut. 

In wrapping papers it is felt that within the next few days there 
may be another revision. The whole paper business is on any- 
thing but a firm footing owing to labor troubles and the continued 
strike of the printers in the larger cities. There is no end of the 
trouble in sight and it is probable that it will not be called off for 
many months. 

In regard to the export situation for book papers a leading 
paper manufacturer declared this week there was a marked im- 
provement in the number of inquiries received during the past few 
days. The market for coated paper is dull and some plants are 
only operating part of their equipment, whereas others, which 
had on two shifts, are working only one shift. July has, on the 
whole, proved to be a quiet month with both wholesalers and manu- 
facturers and it would appear as if there will be no perceptible 
difference in August. It all depends on when the drop in prices 
ceases and bed rock is touched. 

The pulp demand is very quiet and were Canadian mills pro- 
ducing anything like a normal amount there would be a great stock 
on hand unsold. As it is there is an attempt to keep down to some- 
thing like what is needed. With the general industrial depression 
which exists in most of the large cities, the paper interests feel 
they have come out of the quiet period so far very well. 





Manufacturer or Jobber—Who’s to Blame? 

One phase of conditions which is receiving attention is that 
some manufacturers charge that jobbers have been looking too 
much after their own interests and have allowed their stocks to 
run down. This, it is contended, is unfair to the mills and the 
trade generally. One mill in particular states that only a few 
jobbers have played their part fairly.at the present time. Jobbers, 
on the other hand, lay a good deal of blame at the door of the 
manufacturers, claiming they loaded the trade up with high priced 
goods when things were booming, did not make prompt deliveries 
and sold elsewhere when they could. However, this is an old 
problem and from now until the end of creation there will probably 
be the same charge hurled in abnormal times, such as the un- 
wonted prosperity of last year and the comparative stagnation of 
the present. 

Toilet and tissue plants are busy and doing a steady trade. 
The Interlake Tissue Mills, Toronto, have begun the manufacture 
of mill finish toilet paper in addition to m. g. and two process 
crepe. 

Two New Pulp Plants Will Go Up 

The Ontario Government recently awarded tenders for the right 
to cut pulpwood and pine timber on two important limits. The 
successful bidder for the Nagagami concession in the district of 
Algoma was the Transcontinental Development Company, Toronto. 
There were two bids for this limit, and the Transcontinental Devel- 
opment Company’s offer of 35 cents for the spruce and other pulp- 
woods over and above the customary dues, was the highest. The 
dues on spruce are 80 cents per cord and on other pulpwoods 40 
cents. For the white pine timber, the Transcontinental Develop- 
ment Company will pay $10, in addition to the bonus of $2.50 per 
M. b. m. The Nagagami timber limit is estimated to contain 2,000,- 
000 cords of spruce pulpwood and contains an area of 2,300 square 
miles. The successful tenderer deposited a marked cheque for 
$50,000 with the treasurer of the Ontario Government, which 
amount will be forfeited in the event of not carrying out the con- 
ditions, The sum will remain on deposit until the pulp mill, 
which must be built, is in operation. Under the terms of the 
contract, the Transcontinental Development Company agrees to 
spend $1,000,000 on a pulp plant with a daily output of 100 tons 
and employing 200 persons; $200,000 is to be spent the first year, 
$350,000 the second and the balance the third year. A paper 
mill with a capacity of 75 tons a day must be erected when and 
where ordered by the Minister of Lands and Forests. 

The second contract awarded was that of the Long Lake area of 
3,400 square miles in the district of Thunder Bay. There were 
three bidders for the concession and the successful one was J. H. 
Black, managing-director of the Excelsior Life Assurance Com- 
pany, Toronto, who is widely known in the north where he has 
large mining, power and other interests. Mr. Black’s offer was 
49 cents for the spruce and 38 cents for the other pulpwoods, in 
addition to the customary dues, and $10 for the white pine, plus 
the dues of $2.50 per M. b. m. It is estimated there are between 
5,000,000 and 6,000,000 cords of spruce pulpwood on the Long 
Lake concession. The deposit required was the same as in the 
Nagagami award, and Mr. Black will have to carry out similar 
provisions in connection with a $1,000,000 pulp plant and other 
regulations. There are no other pulpwood or timber limits being 
offered at the present time and it may be some months before 
any other berths are put up at auction. 


Mr. Backus Will Go Ahead 

Speaking at Winnipeg recently, E. W. Backus, of Fort Frances, 
who will erect a pulp and paper mill at Kenora, Ont., stated that 
only “the water” is now required to go ahead with the big de- 
velopment plant in that town. Everything else is ready, including 
the timber limits. Mr. Backus recently appeared on the platform 
with Premier Drury at a picnic held in Kenora and announced

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DEMAND IN PHILADELPHIA 
REPORTED SOMEWHAT BETTER 


Although the Printers’ Strike Officially Is Not Over, Actually 
It Is a Thing of the Past and a Betterment in the Request 
for All Varieties of Printing Paper Is Being Experienced 
in Consequence—Coarse Papers Are Weak, Although the 
Only Price Decline in the Past Few Days Was a Reduc- 
tion of One Cent Per Pound on Water Finish Made by 
One of the Larger Mills.

PHILADELPHIA, July 19, 1921.—Trade expectations that the end 
of the strike of the printing and allied trades would immediately 
be followed by an improved demand for all lines of fine papers were 
realized to a satisfactory extent during the week. Officially the 
strike is not over; actually it is a matter of the past. Master 
printers are not only able to take care of all the orders which 
normally come to hand, but as well of the additional, constituting 
those which had been held back until the settlement of labor diffi- 
culties made prompt deliveries certain. The business of the 
printers increased markedly during the last week or ten days and 
the paper distributors were the immediate beneficiaries, for there 
are no paper stocks in printing houses. Because of the falling market 
the printers are buying only for the needs of today. 


Reductions in Printing Paper Lines 

In the mid-month lists which most of the distributors are now 
issuing further reductions in many printing paper lines are made. 
The Beck Company, the Paper House of Pennsylvania and the 
other Strathmore distributors announced a reduction of about two 
cents a pound on most of these lines. The mid-July list of the 
Whiting-Patterson Company also showed general though not drastic 
reductions on many ledgers, bonds, writings and flats. The dis- 
tributors, as a rule, would far prefer to make one large drastic 
cut to rock bottom than periodically to make the small reductions. 
Those, of course, have a tendency to make the buyer uncertain and 
to cause postponement of buying in the hope of reduced prices. 
But the distributors say that they feel in duty bound to their 
customers to make cuts just as fast as the mills reduce their prices 
and that they are powerless to change existing conditions. There 
are not many of the distributors who do not believe that prices 
will continue to be readjusted downward for some time, basing 
their opinion largely on the fact that although very heavy reductions 
already have been made, paper prices are still from 100 to 150 
per cent higher than the pre-war prices. No equality with those 
prices is anticipated, but it is believed that there will be a closer 
approach to pre-war prices than now exists. 


Cheap Foreign Papers 

Meanwhile, advantage is being taken by foreign manufacturers 
of the high cost of American papers. The Paper House of Penn- 
sylvania during the week sent out announcements broadcast of- 
fering Finnish printing papers at decidedly less than American. 
Machine finished stock was offered as low as 534 cents in five-ton 
lots and super as low as 8 cents. These papers, it is claimed, are 
of quite as*good quality as the American and generally have a 
better finish. It is understood that while the present freight rates 
are about 50 cents a hundred pounds from New York to Phila- 
delphia paper can be brought from Rotterdam to this port direct 
at 31 cents per hundred. Large quantities of Finnish news, too, 
are being received here. One of the larger newspapers, it is re- 
ported, is using weekly 1,000 tons of imported news, this being 
about two-thirds of the entire weekly consumption. 


Coarse Papers Weak 
Coarse papers are all weak in price, the only important change 


during the week, however, being the reduction of one cent on 
water finish or silk fiber made by one of the larger mills. Another 
mill making this line immediately thereafter withdrew its old price 
list, but has not yet announced a new list. Issues are plentiful. 
There are still large unabsorbed stocks but the mills are making 
special inducements for new orders. Screenings and gray bogus 
are fractionally lower now than they were a week ago. Demand 
for coarse papers fell off considerably during the week but this is 
ascribed to seasonable conditions only. 
National Paper Trade Meets at Atlantic City 


Freas B. Snyder, president of the Hamilton Mills at Lafayette, 
together with Grellet Collins and Henry W. Stokes, were in at- 
tendance during the week at the conference held in the Hotel Tray- 
more, Atlantic City, of the sectional meeting of the National Paper 
Trade Association. All report the existence there of a feeling of 
optimism as to the future, opinion differing only as to the time 
when ‘he activity that all are certain is ahead, actually will arrive. 
The Hamilton Company, confident of that prosperity, is manifesting 
its confidence by large investments at the mill. Ralph W. Collins, 
recently appointed sales manager, is planning an aggressive cam- 
paign for the early Fall. 

New Samples of Strathmore Line 


As one of the five Strathmore distributors, the Paper House of 
Pennsylvania received during the week the new selection of samples 
8% x 11 in. and covering completely the entire Strathmore line. 
It was so impressed with the comprehensiveness of the new line 
and with the splendid arrangements made for instant reference to 
the samples, that, at its own expense it purchased a dozen mahogany 
cases costing several hundred dollars, for filing the samples.. The 
Paper House officials cannot recall receipt by the trade of a larger 
or better arranged collection of mill samples than those which the 
Strathmore Company has just sent out, President Norbert A. 
Considine returned during the week from an auto trip to Williams- 
port. His family accompanied him. 


Glen Mills Paper Co. Making Repairs 


The Glen Mills Paper Company’s plant at Glen Mills, which 
was opened a few weeks ago after a close down of several months, 
again closed during the week, but only for a short time until 
minor repairs can be made. 


Paper Box Manufacturers Meet 


Nearly all the paper box makers and certainly all the paper 
salesmen looking after the box trade are in attendance at the annual 
meeting of the Central Division of the National Paper Box Manu- 
facturers’ Association which opens tomorrow at Reading. The 
Berkshire Hotel will be headquarters. The business session starts 
tomorrow morning with an address by Division Chairman Frank 
Stone. National President Charles M. Coover will speak on “Na- 
tional Activities” and Walter P. Miller of this city on “Industrial 
Relations.” The effect of an accident prevention program on re- 
ducing the costs of compensation insurance will be presented by 
R. A. Ilg. A report will be presented on the conference recently 
held between a committee from the Association and the Glazed and 
Fancy Paper Manufacturers’ Association regarding trade customs. 
After luncheon R, C. Jones, traffic manager of the National As- 
sociation, will discuss traffic problems and Henry L. Stortz of 
this city will present the Cost Finding Program, advocated by the 
Cost Committee of the National Association. In the afternoon and 
evening there will be outdoor recreations on the grounds of the 
Eagle Mountain House.

At the Consolidated Water Power & Paper Company, Rapids 
Wisconsin, Wis., the fastest print paper machine was set in opera- 
tion on July Ist. This wonder of the age is a product of the 
Beloit Iron Works of Beloit, Wis. 

Striking engineering developments and refinement of design will 
give the new Beloit machine a production of 1,200 ft. of news print 
paper every minute. The engineers of the paper company and the 
machine company are willing to admit that the co-operation and 
advice of the various companies furnishing accessory equipment, 
were instrumental in the achievement of successful operation.

At the present time the machine is producing 700 ft. of paper 
per minute. Heretofore, an average speed of 800 ft. has been 
considered high. Therefore, there should be no hesitancy on the 
engineers in attaining maximum capacity inside of four months, 
considering its wonderful initial performance. 


Some Facts of Interest 

A few facts have been compiled which will be of interest to those 
who will want to know what the Beloit machine is and what it 
will do eventually. 

Every operating day of 24 hours, it makes paper 327 miles 
long and 12 ft. 2 in. wide, or in terms of weight, 110 tons daily, 
amounting to 34,400 tons annually. If the annual output were 
cut into two 6 ft. strips and placed end to end, it would entirely 
encircle the globe. 

During a single day’s operation, more than 100,000 tons of 
water will go on the machine, One hundred cords of wood will 
supply the pulp and 110 tons of coal will be required daily to 
generate steam to dry the paper. 

The machine is 375 ft. long and has a maximum height of 16 
ft. Its weight is 1,200 tons. More than 60 freight cars were re- 
quired for its transportation. The machine with accessory equip- 
ment cost $600,000. 

The Fourdrinier section of the huge machine is 50 ft. long and 
100 ft. of the copper Fourdinier wire screen will be required. 
There is a 60 ft. “head” of stock in the flow box to force the 
stuff on to the wire screen at the necessary speed, and the wire 
has a pitch of 36 in. in 50 ft. to further speed up the flow of 
the stuff, which is 999/10 water and only 1/10 of 1 per cent pulp. 


An Entirely New Development 

An engineering feature that is an entirely new development in 
the design of paper-making machines has been accomplished in 
the manufacture of the Fourdinier section. The entire operating 
part of the section lifts from its bed, and is moved by motor 
power to one side, out of the way of the base. This facilitates re- 
moval of worn-out wires and installation of new ones. This opera- 
tion formerly required about three hours. The new iron works 
development reduces this time to less than 40 minutes. It also 
eliminates danger of tearing the expensive wire and reduces labor 
to a minimum. 

The presses are five in number, each consisting of a rubber 
roll 26 in, in diameter and a granite roll 30 in. in diameter. 

The dryers are 38 in number. Each of these are 6 it. in diameter 
and 13 ft. long. Each one weighs more than 11 tons. 

An automatic system of temperature control has been applied 
to the dryers. The condensate from the drip headers is auto- 
matically discharged into a feed water heater, without loss of heat 
units. 

The calenders consist of 10 rolls. The lowest roll is 28 in. 
in diameter and the remainder are 13 in, in diameter. 


Entirely Electrically Operated 


The entire machine is electrically operated and controlled. About 
1,000 h.p. is required to operate it. Five men can manage the 
machine and from the time the stuff sluices on to the Fourdrinier 
wire section until it is cut, trimmed and wound on rolls in its 
final form, no hands touch it. The paper is fed through the ma- 
chine automatically by the means of compressed air issuing through 
nozzles. This automatic appliance eliminates danger of injury to 
operators and speeds up the process of manufacture. Some of the 
unique features of the machine are well worth describing in detail. 


Temperature Control 

Every paper maker is interested in temperature control of the 
dryers, discharge of condensate from drip headers, evacuation 
of entrapped air from dryers, reclamation of heat units, proper 
lubrication of all bearings, automatic paper fed through the ma- 
chine and control of speed, Let us examine the items of interest 
in the order presented above. 

To meet the requirements of the paper maker the paper machine 
dryer has been divided into four sections. The temperature of 
each section is individually regulated by a Tagliabue Automatic 
Temperature Controller, which uniformly maintains the desired 
temperature conditions in each dryer of the section, in spite of 
all interruptions to the flow of the paper. The setting point 
of these controllers can be quickly and easily changed as con- 
ditions demand. 

This individual section control makes possible the 


U 


maintenance 
of gradually increasing temperatures from the wet end to the dry 


end of the machine. The gradual stepping up of the temperatures 
as the drying proceeds, assures quicker and more uniform drying 
Thus the machine tender is able to work under precise condi- 
tions. As each section of dryers is regulated by a separate con- 
troller, he can change the temperature in any one section, inde- 
pendent of the others. A turn of the indicating hand, on a plainly 
marked controller face, graduated in degrees Fahrenheit, results in 
an instantaneous change of temperature setting. A large dial 
thermometer, provided for each section, instantly indicates the 
new temperature the controller is maintaining, A recording ther- 
mometer, also provided for each section, tells at a glance the 
previous as well as the present temperature conditions of the 
section and provides permanent records.

The dryers are quickly 
cleared of air and as a result the machine can be brought to the 
proper temperature in a very short time, 


Reclamation of Heat Units 

Effective reclamation of all heat units, not used in the dryer, 
has been given every consideration. Not only the heat in the 
condensation from the drips, but the heat in the entrapped air is 
economically recovered. 

All controllers used in the Tagliabue system require compressed 
air at 15 pounds for the functioning of diaphragm valves. Diffi- 
culty in obtaining air free from moisture and oil has been eliminated 
in this system by a distinctive method. A refrigerating unit 
cleans and dries the air assuring at all times perfect, continuous 
operation of the automatic controllers. 

All the indicating, recording and controlling instruments which 
comprise the Tagliabue system have been suitably mounted in 
dust and waterproof cases on pilasters which ‘face the front side 
of the machine. There are five panels in all; one for each dryer 
section and one master control panel. From the master control 
panel the operator can open or close all steam valves on both 
live and exhaust lines to all section manifolds by moving a pointer 
mounted on a dial. On this dial is inscribed the words “Steam 
Off’—“Steam On.” 

It is not necessary for the operator to leave the machine floor 
to ascertain if the condensate is being discharged from the drip 





manifolds, Each section panel is provided with a recording in- 
strument which gives a graphic story as to “when” and “how 
long” the drip manifold discharged its condensate. Another 
recording instrument is provided for the convenience of the man- 
agement. The instrument not only indicates when “breaks” oc- 
curred, but also how long the machine was shut down. 


Lubrication 


In recommending lubricating oils to do a certain class of work 
such as on this large paper machine, first and foremost under 
consideration is the “oil film’ which must be produced in order to 
prevent metal to metal contact between any two surfaces. 

For the dryers the basis of selection depended not oly upon the 
high temperature but also on the weight. The oil recommended 
by the engineer of the Standard Oil Company to take care ct this 
lubrication was “.one Motor Journal Oil. This oil has a high fire 
and flash, maintains the proper viscosity under the temperature of 
275 degrees Fahrenheit or more to which it is subjected. 

On the press rolls where weight was the principal factor under 
consideration Atlantic Red Engine Oil is used. 

On the Fourdrinier, Superla No. 39 Grease was recommended 
for ball bearings. 

On the dryer felt rolls, which are also equipped with ball bear- 
ings, Superla No. 39 Grease was recommended. Also, this high 
grade grease stands up well under extreme cold and hot conditions. 

For all motors, direct, alternating and synchronous, Renown 
Motor Oil‘is used. This lubricant at all times maintains a perfect 
film of oil between motor bearings and armature shaft. 

On the main calender roll, which weighs 17 tons and is sub- 
jected to a high degree of heat, Zone Motor Journal Oil is used. 

On the remaining nine upper calender rolls, where speed is the 
main factor, Atlantic Red Engine Oil is used.

Appliance Company was called upon to substitute an automatic 
device, 

The appliance consists of opposed jets or nozzles through which 
compressed air at 80 pounds pressure is delivered on couch, presses 
and dryers. 

Delivering Paper from Wire 


The usual method of delivering the paper from the wire by 
means of applying a fine jet of water on the sheet just before 
it goes through the couch has not been disturbed. The one and 
one-half inch ribbon thus formed is blown by the two opposed 
air jets and drawn on to the press felt. The ribbon is then widened 
to about seven inches by the air jets as it passes through the five 
press rolls and on to the dryer felt. 

The air jets are employed throughout the entire dryer section, 
but instead of being placed so as to blow the paper down they 
are arranged so as to lift the sheet into the top dryer felt. On the 
last dryer there are two jets of air so arranged with guides as to 
make the narrow strip which is cut with a knife pass to the cal- 
enders, The paper is guided down through the stack by air jets. 

Speed fluctuation is costly in “breaks” for each section of the

entire machine performs a definite function and operates at a 
different speed. However, it is imperative that each one of these 
sectional speeds be uniform. 

The successful solution of the complicated problem by the General 
Electric engineers in the West Linn, Oregon, mill of the Crown 
Williamette Paper Company, easily convinced the officials of the 
Consolidated that the General Electric Sectionalized Drive could be 
successfully used on the big machine. 

The method allows a comparatively wide speed range for the 
entire paper making machine, as well as a speed range to operate 
each section of the machine as a unit, independently of the other 
sections. It is the only solution for “draw and stretch” difficulties. 


Divided in Ten Sections 

The large machine has been divided into 10 sections. The first 
section is the wire, the next five are the press rolls, then follow the 
two dryer sections, the calenders, and lastly, the reel. A power 
unit has been applied to each one of the sections, consisting of a 
direct current motor and a synchronous motor driven by it.

Thus, load fluctuation does not affect the direct 
current motor, which goes on working at uniform speed.

R. P. Andrews Co. Makes Pulp Exhibit

WasuincTon, D. C., July 13, 1921—An educational exhibit 
showing the number and amount of materials, from pulpwood to 
bleaching powder, which go into the manufacture of 100 pounds 
of white sulphite paper, or so-called fine bond paper, is attracting 
attention to R. P. Andrews Paper Company’s show window. 

The ingredients are displayed in their original state, properly 
labeled, and are said to represent accurately the actual amount 
of ground products required to make the pile of bond paper 
shown. A picture of a papermaking machine also is exhibited. 





Among materials in the window are thirty two-and-a-half-foot 
lots, measuring about six inches in diameter; sulphur, 12.7 pounds; 
limestone rocks, 17.5 pounds; kerosene, 5.07 ounces; bleaching pow- 
der, 14.8 pounds; resin, 3 pounds; soda, .515 pounds; alum, 4.2 
pounds; coloring matter, 1.8 ounces; coal, 320 pounds, or about 
twenty-five ordinary hods; iron sulphate, 79 ounces; copper sul- 
phate, 19 ounces; lime, 3.17 ounces; small portion of belting, felt, 
32 square inches; wire screen, 67 cubic centimeters. 

There is a picture of a tank containing 7,500 gallons of water, 
chemically purified and filtered, required in the process. 


Keep Secret Wood Chemistry Progress 

Evidence that Germany intends to keep for herself the 
knowledge of the manipulation of fibres used during the war 
as substitute for cotton through the banning of exportation 
of scientific books treating of these subjects, particularly wood 
pulp, was presented last week by Dr. Harold Hibbert, chair- 
man of the cellulose section of the American Chemical Society. 

The use of wood pulp in making nitro-cellulose, or gun- 
cotton, from wood pulp is an important advancement in chem- 
istry as applied to war, according to Dr. Hibbert, who says 
that the Germans are endeavoring to keep their developments 
along this line secret from the outside world. The Germans, 
he added, have produced many books upon this subject. He 
has in his possession an agreement which an American pro- 
fessor in Germany was required to sign when buying a copy 
of Schwalbe’s Textbook on Cellulo Chemistry not to take 
the book out of Germany. 

“Inquiries in American scientific circles,” he added, “indicate 
that certain works on other branches of chemistry are also 
withheld from export.” * 


News of the Niagara Falls Trade

Nracara Fatts, N. Y., July 16, 1921—Referee Edward P. White, 
of Buffalo, has submitted his report in the case of the Tonawanda 
Board and Paper Company against James Lahey, of Tonawanda, 
and the Tonawanda union of Brotherhood of Papermakers, charged 
with contempt of court for alleged violating an injunction issued 
by the Supreme Court restraining them from interfering with 
employees of the mill who went to work after the strike of paper- 
makers some months ago. The referee’s report finds them guilty 
as charged. Justice Charles Wheeler of the Supreme Court is 
expected to fix the penalty next week. 

One machine at the local plant of the International Paper Com- 
pany, which was closed by the strike of papermakers on May 1, 
has been put in operation. Superintendent James McGinley expects 
to start another machine next week. Non-union men are being 
employed to man the machines. 


Kingston Paper Co. to Move to Niagara Falls

Littte Fats, N. Y., July 11—At a meeting of the stockholders 
of the Kingston Paper Company recently it was decided to move 
the plant to Niagara Falls, N. Y. 

This paper manuiacturing concern is one of the oldest in this 
city and was founded by the late William Kingston about 40 
years ago. After the death of Mr. Kingston it was managed by 
Perry and Sidney Kingston, his sons, and after Sidney Kingston’s 
death, his brother became sole owner. A few years ago it was 
reorganized and parties from Utica became majority stockholders. 

The reason given for the removal is that water power can be 
had for a rate which is about a fourth lower than in this city. 
The removal is regretted by our townspeople. Employment was 
given to about twenty-five persons and they make a high quality 
of roofing paper.

Bumping of Paper 

Considerable interest attaches to an investigation into the alleged 
dumping of paper on the American market which has been started 
by the Customs Service of the Treasury Department under the anti- 
dumping section of the emergency tariff law. 

It is understood that this investigation was instigated by the 
Customs Service itself as officials state that there is no complaint 
on record from any paper manufacturers. The scope of the in- 
vestigation is not only to ascertain whether there is dumping on 
the American market of cheap Scandinavian and German news print 
paper, but also goes into the question of the dumping of bond 
and other papers. 


It is understood that paper manufacturers have been complaining 
for some time that cheap paper is being dumped on the American 
market by foreign manufacturers, but in making complaint to the 
Treasury Department under the law the manufacturers are sup- 
posed to furnish some evidence on which their claim is based. 

There is considerable misunderstanding regarding the anti-dump- 
ing law. The law provides not that foreign made goods cannot be 
sold cheaper in the American market than an American product is 
sold for, but it does provide that the foreign product cannot be 
sold for a cheaper price than it is sold for in the country of origin. 
In addition to this the American manufacturer has to show that 
his business is actually being hurt by this so-called dumping. 

It is said to be the general opinion of officials of the Customs 
Department that there is no dumping on the American market at 
this time. Several investigations, however, are now under way 
of which the paper investigation is one and the outcome will be 
followed with keen interest by the paper trade as cheap papers 
from abroad and more especially from Germany and Finland, 
have done so much of late to upset conditions in the domestic 
market. 


Forests and Commercial Supremary 

Business men of this country are paying millions of dollars a 
year in freight bills because the center of the lumber industry is 
getting farther and farther away from the points of greatest con- 
We must have a national 
forest policy that will put the idle acres in the Middle West and in 
the East to work growing trees. 


sumption, the nation’s factory centers. 


In considering a national forest 
policy we must consider a disease. That disease is forest devasta- 
Its effect is 
a slow sapping of national strength—through the steady exhaustion 
of the national timber supply. 


tion, the American Forestry Association points out. 


The effect will become fatal when, 
through the shortage and high cost of timber, the United States 
is reduced to the level of western Europe, when wood is priced 
as an imported luxury, when not only manufactures and trade are 
handicapped by lack of it but the comfort of our own people and 
the efficiency of our agriculture are straightened by its scarcity. 
It is unthinkable that the United States will accept the neces- 
sity of curtailing largely, sooner or later, its use of timber. Abund- 
ance of wood for home and farm use, for varied manufacturers 
and for export trade has been a primary factory in our com- 
mercial supremacy, so important right now, and it is a factor 
which we are not going to surrender. The problem must not be 
met by using less and less wood, down to the level of civilized 
existence, as France has been compelled to meet it. It must be 
met not by decreased use but by increased production the Associa- 
tion well argues. It must be met in the American spirit of de- 
velopment, of enterprise, of an organized and far-sighted handling 
of our resources that will supply the future requirements of a con- 
tinued liberal use of timber in national development and industries. 
The three is a lifetime proposition. A hurricane wiped out mil- 
lions of them in the West the other day. A forest fire cut a swath 
in Canada recently and consumed trees that would have kept many 
factories going. The Forestry Association is working for a national 
forest policy which includes better fire protection methods. It 


also wants us to get better acquainted with trees. 
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The time has come when we must grow timber. Under the 


pressure of necessity we must make the best of the knowledge we 
have of methods, imperfect though that knowledge may be. The 
handling and perpetuation of our forests in the last analysis must, 
however, rest on a solid foundation of careful and thorough forest 
investigations. Too few people today realize the value and im- 
portance of agricultural experiment stations in furthering the 
interests of the farmer and showing the way to more scientific 
and more profitable farming. 


An even smaller number recognize as yet that forestry as a 


pursuit, closely resembling agriculture, can be furthered in much 


the same way. Results are obtained with farm crops in one, or 


at most, two or three years. It takes only a few years to 


produce new varieties of farm crops, and the farmer obtains the 
first year an increased return from the use of scientific methods 


developed by the experiment stations. If investigations in agri- 


culture are important under these circumstances when the mistake 
of one season may be corrected the next, how much more im- 
portant, the Association says, it is that the growing of trees, 
involving decades or perhaps a century, should be scientifically 
conducted and that experiments along this line, also requiring very 
long periods, should be initiated at once? One may not hope to 
plant a tree and also see it ready to cut for lumber. All the 
more reason, then, why the person who starts the business should 
have a clear, scientific understanding of what the results are 
likely to be. 


Sell 1,000,000 Cords of Pulpwood 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., July 20, 1921—One million cords of pulp- 
wood on the Tongass National Forest, Alaska, has just been sold by 
the Forest Service of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture to the Alaskan-American Paper Corporation. The timber is 
located along the east shore of the Behm Canal, Revillagigedo 
Island, about 32 miles from Ketchikan, the largest city in the 
territory. The contract price of the timber was 60 cents per 100 
cubic feet for spruce and cedar, and 30 cents per 100 cubic feet 
for all other species. The sale area covers 45,000 acres and extends 
for 55 miles along the coast. Twenty per cent of the forest is 
spruce, 66 per cent hemlock, and 14 per cent Alaska and western 
red cedar. 

A conditional award has been made by the Forest Service to 
the company, pending approval by the Federal Power Commission 
of their application for a hydro-electric power license. The timber 
sale contract covers an initial period of 32 years, or until 1953. 
The price of the stumpage will be redetermined and fixed by the 
Federal Government in 1928, and every five years thereafter. Cut- 
ting must begin by October 1, 1923, thus allowing two years for 
organization and construction of improvement. The contract also 
requires the establishment of a pulp mill of not less than 25 tons 
capacity by October 1, 1926. A yearly cut of from 2,500,000 to 
3,000,000 cubic feet is contemplated. 

The award of this sale is in line with the general policy of 
the Forest Service for making available the timber resources of 
Alaska as a means of increasing the supply of pulpwood for the 
United States. The National Forests of the territory probably con- 
tain 100,000,000 cords of timber suitable for the manufacture of 
news print and other grades of paper. Under scientific manage- 
ment, experts say that these forests can be made to produce 
2,000,000 cords of pulpwood annually for all time, or enough to 


manufacture one-third of the pulp products now consumed in 
this country. 
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The Alaska forests also contain the second chief essential of 
the pulp and paper manufacturing industry, namely, water power. 
No accurate survey of. the power resources has yet been made, 
but known projects have a possible development of over 100,000 
horsepower, and it is believed that a complete exploration of the 
National Forests in southern Alaska will show not less than 250,- 
000 potential horsepower that can be developed from water. 

Forest Service cruisers are now working in Alaska collecting 
data for further use and development of the forests. One block 
of timber containing 335,000,000 cubic feet—enough to keep a 100- 


ton pulp mill running—has been advertised and is now ready for 
sale. 


Conditions in Swedish Pulp Industry 

StockHoLm, July 5, 1921—The import to England of dry 
chemical pulp during the first four months of this year 
amounted to 39,405 tons and of moist pulp 889 tons as com- 
pared to respectively 79,239 and 4,946 tons during same months 
of 1913. Sweden participated in this import by 20,325 tons as 
compared with 33,790 tons in 1913. The import to England 
of moist mechanical pulp during the same time amounted to 
87,176 tons, as compared with 154,879 tons during 1913. Swe- 
den shipped only 444 tons, while Norway shipped 79,212 tons, 
according to a report from the Swedish Consulate-General in 
London. 

The “Svenska Dagbladet” reports that an agreement about 
wages has been arrived at between the Swedish paper mills 
and their employees. This agreement is to last until February 
1, 1922, and covers about 10,000 workers at about 30 mills. 

The same paper also reports that the sulphate pulp mill of 
Vivsta Varv and the sulphite pulp mill of Stréms Bruk are 
to be closed down from June 23 and the cellulose mills of 
Iggesunds Bruk from June 19. 

It is also reported that Orvikens sulphate mill has closed 
down indefinitely. 

The “Dagens Nyheter,” of June 28, reports that Finland has 
contracted with Russia for 8,000 tons of printing and writing 
papers, amounting to about 30 million Fmk. 

According to “Svensk Papperstidning,” the standing of the 
cellulose mills—attached to the Swedish Cellulose and Wood 
Pulp Associations—were at the end of June as follows: 

Of 53 sulphite mills, 19 have closed down, or 35.9 per cent. 
The corresponding figures for the sulphate mills are 7.19 and 
36.8 per cent and for the ground wood pulp mills 14.44 and 
31.8 per cent. 

The market is still quiet and without interest, especially as 
far as England and France are concerned and from other 
continental countries only inquiries for small orders are re- 
ceived and these are for prompt shipment. 


Beaver Board Companies’ Trade Gains 

The financial position of the Beaver Board companies has 
shown considerable improvement since April 1, according to 
a statement addressed to the company’s employees by General 
Charles C. Jamieson, vice-president and general manager. 

General Jamieson said that in view of the changes in the 
Beaver Board companies and its organization during the last 
year, he considered it expedient to acquaint the organization 
with the conditions governing the management. The prospects 
for business development on a large scale, he said, were better 
than ever before in the history of the concern. The companies’ 
position with,the banks was sounder than in any period during 
the last two years, its position with the merchandise creditors 
and vendors improved and its cash position stronger, it was 


added. Production facilities are being rapidly improved and 
reorganized.

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News of the Wisconsin Paper Trade 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., July 18, 1921.—Plans are being made for re- 
building the plant of the Valley Pulp Company at Kaukauna, it 
has een learned. No definite announcement has been made by 
company officials but it is understood that construction work will 
be started in the near future. The plant was destroyed by fire a few 
weeks ago. 

The newly organized Valley Paper Mills Company, of Neenah, 
is conducting a widespread advertising campaign to sell its stock. 
The company was incorporated with a capital of $1,500,000 and it 
is said a large proportion of the stock has been disposed of. Ac- 
cording to unauthenticated reports the plant will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $200,000 and will be about 200 feet long. Officials of the 
company thus far have declined to make public their plans. The 
mill is to be located at Blair Springs, near Neenah, where there is 
a sufficient supply of exceptionally pure water required for the 
manufacture of glassine, manifold and other process papers. 

Because of the low stage of the water in the Fox river the 
Kaukauna Wood Pulp Company plant has been compelled to close 
down. The company depends entirely on water for power and the 
power users have been ordered to curtail their water consumption 
until there is a rise in the level of the river. Mills in the Wiscon- 
sin river valley are operating, although the water level is exceed- 
ingly low and some of the mills are said to be handicapped. 

Two rafts of pulpwood have arrived in ‘Wisconsin from Canada. 
The first was docked at Ashland and the wood was piled in the 
yards of the Ashland Paper Company, and the second was taken to 
Green Bay, where it was reshipped to the Riverside Fiber and Paper 
Company at Appleton. Some pulpwood is arriving from northern 
Wisconsin, Michigan and Minnesota by rail. 

Two of the machines of the Rhinelander Paper Company at 
Rhinelander are operating night and day to keep up with the de- 
mand for tissue paper. Two machines still are idle as a result of 
the strike. About 150 hands now are employed as compared with 
300 when conditions are normal. 

Alex Wollenberg, the Swedish minister to the United States, 
was the guest of M. A. Wertheimer, of the Thilmany Pulp and 
Paper Company, Kaukauna, over the week-end. It is understood 
that the principal purpose of his visit to Wisconsin was to dis- 
cuss importation of Swedish pulp and forestation problems. He 
was entertained at the Wertheimer home.

The following biographical sketch and bibliography of the works 
of Mr. C. F. Cross is taken from the World’s Paper Trade Review 
for January 28, 1921 (75, no. 4, 338). The references have been 
arranged by the chairman to conform to the usual bibliographic 
style. They are arranged in chronological order with the exception 
of the books and as the compiler says “will stand as a tribute to 
his industry and an index to the progress of cellulose research.” 

Peer 4a Ee 
makers’ Association by accepting the position of its first Honorary 
Member, and in electing him, technologists of the paper industry 
have recognized the unique position which he occupies among re- 
search chemists. Mr. Cross is no mere visionary, although he 
has very high ideals, and the work which he has carried on for 
the past 40 years has had a very practical bearing upon industry, 
including that of papermaking. 

“Born in 1855, he is a son of the late Charles J. Cross, J.P., of 
Brentford, Middlesex. He was educated at King’s College, Lon- 
don, Ziirich University and Polytechnickum, and Owen’s College, 
Manchester. After graduating at the London University (B.Sc.), 
he entered on research on the constitution of the jute fibre sub- 
stance and technical developments at Barrow-in-Furness, 1879-81, 
being then engaged with the Barrow Flax and Jute Company. 
In collaboration with Mr. E. J. Bevan he continued and extended 
this work at the Jodrell Laboratory, Kew, subsequently founding 
the partnership of Cross and Bevan, research and consulting chem- 
ists, in 1885, at 3 and 4 New-court, Lincoln’s Inn. 

“Mr. Cross’ work in connection with cellulose is a long and 
elaborate story. In 1892, he discovered, and patented with Mr. 
Bevan and the late Mr. Clayton Beadle, the Viscose process of 
treating cellulose, and the industrial developments of the process 
were launched through proprietary companies formed for the pur- 
pose in 1893 to 1900. Among these were the Viscose Syndicate 
(London), the Continentale Viskose, G.m.b.h. (Breslau), the So- 
ciété Francaise de la Viscose (Paris). In association with Mr. 
C. H. Stearn, the Viscose Spinning Syndicate was formed, which 
developed the spinning of artificial silk. This concern was after- 
wards acquired and industrially developed by Courtauld’s, Ltd., in 
the United Kingdom and the United States. 

“It was during their location at Kew that Mr. Cross, with Mr. 
Bevan, who had spent three years as chemist to the Musselburgh 
Mill (Cowan and Co.), developed their connection with the paper 
industry. Their research work brought them into association with 
Mr. George Fry, F. L. S., of Thomson, Bonar and Co., at the 
time when they were pioneering with Mr. C. D. Ekman, the bi- 
sulphite wood process. It will be remembered that a practical 
factor of these developments was the paper mill at Ilford, under 
the successful management of Mr. D’Oyley Mears, and these to- 
gether constituted the effective pioneer group of the industry. 
Messrs. Cross and Bevan were only associated with them in re- 
search developments, but the connection continued, with the result 
that they became technically interested in everything that con- 
cerned paper manufacture. As consulting chemists they have a 
world-wide reputation among pulp and papermakers, and among 
a number of incidental activities may be mentioned the develop- 
ment of viscose in engine-sizing, of feculose in tub-sizing, of the 
recovery of by-products from esparto, of the uses of new fibrous 
raw materials, together with various paper specialties. — 

“For his research work Mr. Cross has received many distinc- 
tions. In 1916 he was awarded the medal of the Society of Chemi- 
cal Industry ‘for conspicuous services to chemical industry.’ In 
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1The VII contribution of this series was from the Bureau of Standards, and 
appeared in the Paper Trace J. 71, No. 19 (Nov. 4, 1920). 
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1917 he was elected a fellow of the Royal Society, and he has 
just concluded two years as president of the Society of Dyers and 
Colourists, in which office he is succeeded by Lord Moulton. By 
that Society he has recently been selected as Research Medallist 
(1918-1919) of the Worshipful Company of Dyers. 

“Mr. Cross’ contributions to the literature of research chemistry 
has been very extensive. In association with Mr. Bevan he has 
published text books on ‘Cellulose’ and ‘Researches on Cellulose’ 
(1895-1910) and on ‘Papermaking,’ 
5th edition.

His contributions to scientific journals also have been 
comprehensive and a record of them really sets out the develop- 
ment of research in cellulose. Mr. Cross’ latest effort in this di- * 
rection was his exhaustive course of three Cantor lectures before 
the Royal Society of Arts on February 16th and 23rd and March 
Ist, 1920, on the subject of ‘Recent Researches in the Cellulose

Tissues are still looking pretty good in comparison with the 
other articles in the paper market. The demand is not what it 
should be were times normal, but it is vastly better than most of 
the other things. This was one of the first of the articles to 
liquidate and in consequence buying started up in the spring. It 
looks as though enough interest had been aroused to last through the 
summer. 

Kraft and other coarse paper is not yet showing any signs of 
freshening ; in fact, it is still quite as stagnant as far as the demand 
1s concerned. As has often been said in this column, things are 
likely to remain slow here until the public starts in buying once 
more and they are not going to do this until the retailer is more 
inclined to contribute his share toward the demand for price re- 
duction. Many of them are honestly trying to do this, but many 
more are not and until the majority do so wrapping paper manu- 
facturers might as well take a vacation. 

There is no change in the general board situation this week. 
All the dealers report that things are gradually getting a little 





better from week to week and it is considered hopeful that there 
have been no further price slashings during the week in this com- 
modity in any of its grades.

Toronto, Ohio, Julv 18, 1921.—Application was made at Colum- 
bus by the Hartje Brothers’ Paper Company of Toronto, to’ in- 
crease its capital stock from $100,000 to $600,000, as reported by 
the Secretary of State, 

Inquiry at the local plant as to whether larger additions or expan- 
sion were contemplated brought forth the explanation that nothing 
along these lines was being considered for the present, but that 
the increased capitalization proposed is merely in line with the 
company’s fast growing business. The company has in the past 
been under-capitalized, but within the past few years has built 
extensive additions and has also increased its capacity fully 100 
per cent. The increase in the capital stock will, of course, take 
care of past business expansion. 

The plant is recognized as one of the most dependable industries 
in the district. It has been in practically continuous operation 
since it was established here and is now running 100 per cent 
capacity. 

This plant has no connection whatever with the plant at Steuben- 
ville, known as the Hartje Paper Manufacturing Company, that 
recently went into the hands of a receiver. The Hartjes who 
formerly were identified with that plant sold out their interests 
before locating their plant here, but the parties who have been 
conducting the business of the Steubenville plant retained the old 
firm name.

No Strikes in Kalamazoo Valley 

There will be no strikes in the Kalamazoo Valley district, 
the union workers having accepted the lower wage scale under 
protest. This is disclosed in the following communication to 
the Bryant Paper Company: 

“To the Officers and Directors of the Bryant Paper Company. 

“Gentlemen:—The committee has laid your communication 
and agreement before the members of our organization to- 
gether with the statements of the company as presented to 
our committee in ‘the several conferences that have been held, 
where they have been given serious and careful consideration, 
and they, the members, have decided that they cannot agree 
with your viewpoint on either the wage scale or the change 
in section two (2) in the agreement submitted by you. 

“Therefore the committee has been instructed to inform 
your company that the men have decided to continue at work 
with the new wage scale as proposed by you, under protest, 
as long as the working conditions continue as at present and 
leave the question of signing agreements to future develop-

The mills are just buying 
according to their daily needs and it is not difficult to get good 
sized quantities in the open market in this city. The pulp is selling 
around $40 to $50 a ton and the dry can be bought for 4.25 to 4.50 
cents a pound.
